The cause of the 
breach of promise suit was Buzzel’s 
marriage to a widew. Miss Garner 4al- 
leges that when Buzzel married Mrs. 
Ethel Thompson of Oregon, Ill., June 14 
last, she herself was expecting to become 
his wife, and so were two other young 
wemen. | ° 

She alleges that Buzzel played the 
part of a gay beguiler, and made love to 
all fair ones who would listen to his 
pleasing tales. She threatens to bring 
the names of other persons into the 
controversy, and four Illinois towns are 
perturbed over the case. 

“Kept Company” Two Years, 

As in al) small communities, everybody 
around Leaf River, Oregon, Dixon, Ro- 
chelle and Sterling knows everybody 
else, and it was not surprising when 
Arthur Buzgel and Miss Neeloo Garner 
began to “kerp company” two years 
ago. 


She is one of the prettiest girls in the }

County politician, and was regarded as 


one of. the most promising young men 
of the econranunity. He was employed in 
@ bank at Leaf River, and Miss Garner 
worked in a newspaper office. Her fa- 
ther is “‘Dave” Garner.

WAITER I$ MOST AMPLE 

Sounds Like a Dream, but St. 
Louisan Says It’s True in 
Munich. 

Restaurants where prices are one- 
fourth to one-half those of St. Louis’ 
higher-prices cafes, and where a six- 
cent tip is regarded by the waiter as 
generous, were found in Munich, Ba- 
varia, by A. R. Dostal, who has just 
returned to St. Louis from a summer 
tour of Germany and Austro-Hungary. 

These restaurants, or hofbrauhauses, 
are praised by Mr. Dostal as one of the 
most attractive features of life in Mu- 
nich, where he spent two weeks. 

“No other place I have found in Eu- 
rope is so pleasing, in the view one gets 
of the dally life of its people, as Mu- 
nich,”’ said Mr. Dostal Tuesday. 

“The people of Munich are the great- 
est of beer drinkers, yet you see no one 
drunk. The chief reason for this ts the 
government's control of the brewing 
industry, and its requirement far the 
thorough aging of beer before it is sold, 

“At ome of the restaurants, whose 
handsome fllustrated bill of fare | 
brought away as a souvenir, roasts 
range from 8 pfennige, or 20 cents, to 
1.20 mark, or 3 cents. No meat order 
on the bill runs over 14 mark, or % 
cents, yet the food and the service are 
comparable to high-class St. Louis res- 
taurants. The crowd is somewhat more 
mixed than tn the best St. Louis restau- 
rants, but the best class of people is 
present. 

“For the waiter, % pfennige, or ¢ 
cents. is regarded as an abundant tip.”

It lies in Taney, 





POINTS QUT GERM 
PERIL HIDDEN Ih 
UUD AND DRINK 


Ore ae Hughes Warns 
Against Careless Hand- . 
ling of Ice. 


PUBLIC MORE VIGILANT 


Watching Sale of Exposed 
Fruit, Second-Hand Cloth- 
ing and Similar Dangers. 


The practice of dragging chunks of 
ice, which are to be used in wate) 
coolers and in other Ways for human 
censumption, across the sidewalks 
without cleansing the ice afterward 
is the latest menace to the public 
health to which attention is called. 

“The manner in which ice is handle 
by, the men who deliver it and later 
by restaurant, hotel, saleon men and 
private servants constitutes a graver 
danger than appears superfically,”’ 
said Dr. C. H. Hughes. 

“The sidewalks of this city, and o; 
all cities fer that matter, are the recep- 
tacles of myriads of disease germs, 
principally those of tuberculosis. The 
germs ef other diseases are borne with 


| the flying dust in the air and settle on 


the sidewalks. A piece of ice dragged 
several feet through the filth of the 
sidewalk has a very good chance o7 
carrying disease into families to 
which it is supplied. 

“However there has been a_ great 
advance in sanitation appreciation by 
the public since I urged an anti-spitting 
ordinance when I Was a member of the 
Board of Health eight years ago. 

People Vigtiant Now, 

“We have an anti-spitting ordinance 
now in successful operation and the 
people are beginning to understand the 
value of vigilance in protecting. anc 
preserving health. 

“But we are far from safety yet In 
sanitary precautions. Almost every- 
where where meat, fruits and vegeta- 
bles are sold they are exposed to. the 
germs of. disease. 

“During fhe last month of drought and 
dust the danger of disease infection was 
apalling from the fioating-dust that 
settled on most of the exposed food for 
sale. Bread and pastry and cakes, con- 
factionery, butter and cheese, in fact al- 
most everything we eat except. that 
which is sealed hermetically in cans, are 
continually subjected to the danger of 
disease infection. 

Second-Hand Goods Dangerous. 

“The public js careless/in buying sec- 
end-hand clothes and bedding. Persons 
who sell bedding that has been used 
by persons who have been iil in order 
to save the waste a total destruction of 
them would entail, are criminally re- 
sponsible. Every second-hand article of 
this description should be thoroughly 
disinfected by compulsion, but if there 
is. any suspicion that they have been 
used by consumptives; they should be 
destroyed. 

“As yet no individual drinking cups 
have been furnished to our scheol chil- 
dren. A bacteriological examination of 
the rim of a cup used indiscriminately 
by scholars in one of the schools re- 
vealed tubercular germs. This is a 
shocking state of affairs. 

Individual Steins Suggested. 

“Cleanly men have individual cups. 
bruskes and soap in barber shops. Why 
should they not have individual steins 
frem which to drink their beer in sa- 
loons. There {s more danger from con- 
tracting disease from a stein or glass 
used by a consumptive in a saloon than 
in using a general lather brush and ra- 
zer in a barber shop. 

“It may seem like carping to suggest 
the great danger of contracting disease 
from telephone mouth pieces, but it is 
there. Perfect sanitation suggests indi- 
vidual mouth pieces, and I believe some 
day they will be as imperative as indi- 
vidual toothbrushes are now. 

“As I said befere, it is only by eternal 
Vigilance in these matters that, we can 
hope to eliminate the ever-present dan- 
ger of contagion. from tuberculosis and 
other germ bred diseases.

Only 25,000 Acres of Government 
Ground Remain and It Is 


Valueless. 

Government land, the homesteading 
and cash entry of which has been ef 
considerable importance in this State, 
is practically exhausted, and will with- 
in. a. year, .probably disappear alto- 
gether, according te John M. Duncan 
Of Springfield, receiver of the United 
States Land- Office at that place, who 
is at the Laclede Hotel. 

“No matter which William is elected 
the next ‘President of the United States, 
there will be one chunk of what has 
always been considered pretty juicy 
ple, that will not be very strenuously 
Sought by the politicians, and that fs 
the land office appointments,” said 
Mr. Duncan. 

“Doing a land office business’ has 
long been a phrase applied to remun- 
erative industry, but it will soen be- 
Come obsolete in Missouri, for the land 
office business in this State does not 
amount to anything these days.”

“The Mayor of this city hereby chal- 
lenges the whole crew for a public dis- 
cussion of the water question at any 
time or place they may designate.” 

Mayor Kern calls his critics “public 
lars, wilful falsifiers, deliberate, know- 
ing and intentional liars, slanderers and 
cowardly falsifiers, basely untrue, out- 
rageously unjust and deliberately false, 
slanderers, calumniators and maligners.”’ 

He argues that the bad water is due to 
accumulations in pipes, and promises 
that as’ soon as the pipes are washed 
out the water ‘‘will be at least fairly 
good in quality.”’ He tells the people 
they ought to be satisfied with the bad 
water because there is plenty of it. The 
water company is defended in going to 
the foot of the bluffs for the present 
supply because the,company “went after 
the water where the water was at.” 

The Mayor says he is prompted in his 
official acts by ‘“‘the purest promptings, 
entirely. free from all considerations of 
selfishness or self interest,’ and that 
anybody who says differently “lies 
knowingly and intentionally,’”’ and so on. 
He declares that he is seeking only ‘“‘the 
unmixed good of the people’ and any- 
body who says¢he isn’t is “a lar and 
‘slanderer some more.”

advice ef Dr. W. Frank Hines, superin- 


jtendent of the Maryland State Bureau 


of Immigration, who is looking for 1000 
brawny Western farmers to buy lands in 
the southern and eastern sections of his 
State. 

Good farmers are wanted to take 
charge of the neglected estates of men 
who have flocked to Washington for 


various pursuits. Maryland has 2000 job 


which.many of them own, are not yield- 
ing very much except an annual crep of 


| weeds. 


Good Land Cheap. 
Dr. Hines and his secretary, A. F. 


‘Trappe are in St. Louis in search of 


farmers. During their visit here they 
are the guests of Dr. Hines’ brother, 
Horace W. Beck of Webster Groves. 
Dr. Hines, in his effort to turn the 
natural tide of immigration from the 
West back to the East, tells the farmers 
that good lands can be bought im his 
State at from $20 to $50 an acre, and 
that they will yield abundant crops of 
everything that can be grown in the 
Western climate. In addition he tells 
them that Maryland is spending $5,000,- 
000 for geod roads. Maryland is one of 
the few states that has no indebtedness, 
and consequently has a low tax rate. 
Dr. Hines says that the Maryland 
farms gare too large, and that he has 
been directing his efforts to have them 
subdivided inte five or six farms for 
the double purpose of increasing the 
population and the productiveness of 
the land. He says that most of the 


men, consist of 400 or 500 acres. These 
are being subdivided into farms ef 100 
or 200 acres. 

Many colonists from Holland, Den- 
mark, Germany and Switzerland have 
been induced to buy farms in Mary- 
land, and Dr. Hines says they are 
highly successful. He went from St. 
Louis to Madison, Wis., to attend the 
Congress of the National Farmers’ As- 
sociation, Bept. 2%, 2% and 26, 

The oyster beds in the bays and 
along the coast are a source of great 
revenue to the State. Dr. Hines says 
the cost of living is not so great in 
Maryland as it is in the West, and that 
the land yields ample returns. 

There are 25,000,000 people east of a 
line running from Buffalo to Washing- 
ton to be fed, according to Dr. Hines’ 
figures, thus creating an immediate 
market for everything that can be 
grown en the farms.

U. S. SENDS SUPPLY 
SHIP TO TAKE OFF 


AEON’S PASSENGERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Prompt 
steps have been taken by the Navy De- 
partment to send a relief to the strand- 
ed passengers of the merchant ship 
Aeon, now at Christmas Islands. The 
torpedo boat destroyer supply ship Sol- 
ace, Commander Wiliiliam A. Gill in 
charge, is due at Samoa tomorrow. She 
will be sent as soon as possible back 
to Christmas Islands, about 1200 miles. 

The Navy Department today received 
a report from Chaplain Bower R. Pat- 
rick, dated at Fanning Island, where 
the British cable touches. Fanning is 
about 100 miles distant from Christmas 
Island. Chaplain Patrick says the Aeon 
struck on a rock on July 18, at the 
southeastern point of Christmas Island 
and is a total wreck. He asks that 
assistance be sent at once and confirms 
the reports that the passengers and 
crew are safe, including in these the 
name of Mrs. Riddle, wife of Lieut. w. 
K. Riddle of Atlanta, his own family 
and 60 others. 


Will Land Women in § 
The Solace will land Chaplain Patrick 


and his family and the wife of Lieut. 
Riddle at Samoa. The other passengers 
and crew will be either taken to Hono- 
lulu or some other American port. 

Four women and two children are 
among the 50 marooned on the island. 
They are temporarily subsisting on the 
stores taken from the Aeon and such 
water as they can obtain from the ship, 
the supply on the island being poor. 


GIANT MAURETANIA 
PITCHES IN STORM: 
TACKS HIT CEILING 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—For more than 
half an hour last Wednesday the great 
turbine steamer Mauretania, with all 
her cabins filled with frightened passen- 
gers, rolied and pitched helpless in mid-

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—The steamship 
Siberia of the Hamburg-American line's 
Atlas. service, with a cargo of 26,000 
bunches of bananas, reached New York 
today, four days overdue, pretty well 
battered by the West Indian hurricane, 
and bringing a story of the probable 
destruction by the storm of tthe .vil- 
lage of St. Matthew, a seaport on thé 
Island of Inaugua on. Sept. 23. 

The Siberia wag off that port and 
the officers seeking to establish signal 
communication with the shore, saw 
buildings lifted into the air and blown 
along the beach, roofs sailing high in 
the air and general desolation apparent. 
There was no sign of life on shore, and 
it is not known whether the inhabi- 
tants, numbering about 700 negroes, 
were killed or had fled to the shelter 
of the mountains for safety.

649, introduced by Senator Jones of Ar- 
kansas, Dec. 4, 1901,.and referred to in 
the letter of John D. Archbold of the 
Standard Otl Co. to Senator Foraker as 
being ‘‘very unnecessarily severe and 
even vicious. * * *. I hope you will feel 
so about-it and will be greatly pleased 
to have a word from you on the sub- 
ject,” looked to the strengthening of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The Dill 
died in committee and was never con- 
sidered except in the most casual fash- 
ion prior to its being pigeon-holed, The 
records show that it never went beyond 
the stage of introduction.

a speech in behalf of Gov. Folk's sen- 
atorial candidacy. Mr. Vandiver warm- 
the administration of 
Folk and declared that his defeat 


The record of Senator Stone, who 
formerly lived in Nevada, was sharply 
criticised by Mr. Vandiver, who said 


, that he was not prompted to say what 
'he did by any unfriendly feeling to- 


ward the senior Senator. 

Mr. Vandiver said he was in favor 
of making Gov. Folk's policies a part 
of the permanent capital of the party, 
and that he should be continued in the 
service of his country in a hroader 
field, where his reputation has preceded 
him and prepared the way for further 
usefulness. 

‘Stene as an Attorney. 

In opening his remarks concérning 
Senator Stone, Mr. Vandiver said that 
the latter’s record as Governor was 
marked by no important legislation and 
that in the middle of his term the Dem- 
ocratic party was defeated. 

“After leaving the executive chair,’’ 
he said of the Senator, ‘‘he went to St. 
Louis and soon became attorney for a 
number of special interests. The great 
influence of the position which he had 
occupied was coined into good fees. 
Mind you, I do not say that he was cor- 
rupt. I do not gay that his motives 
were bad. I leave the question of his 
motives to him and his God.’’ 

Mr. Vandiver then reviewed the Mis- 
sourt Health Society incident and de- 
clared: ‘“‘The statute of limitations 
does not run against a politician unless 
his subsequent record is.so high as to 
wipe out the past. 

“But the alum deal, which I fear will 
be associated with his name as long 
as he lives, is not the only instance, 
though probably the worst. Another in- 
stance is found in the organization of 
an insurance concern which commenced 
business in St. Louis in 1899. It was one 
of the numerous assessment concerns 
that have operated in Missouri during 
the last dozen years and gone to pieces, 
leaving the members with little or noth- 
ing to show for their investment. 

Criticises Use of Name. 

“The prestige of the ex-governorship 
was loaned or rented to the concern to 
help to carry it until it fell to» pieces 
of its own weight.”’ 


The speaker then referred to the 


| Nome Gold Dredging .and Power Coa,, 


which promised 100 per cent dividends, 
of which Senator Stone was a director. 
In this connection, Mr. Vandiver said: 

“Senator Stone’s explanation ; was 
that he had been led to make the in- 
vestment by his confidence in an old- 
time friend. This much {is all right. I 
make no complaint of his having bought 
stock in the concern himself; this he 
has a perfect right to do, but I criticise 
the use of his name for inducing others 
to buy stock in it.”’ 

The speaker took up the Senator’s 
record as a Democrat. He said he did 
not know if the Senator had purpose- 
ly humillated “Silver Dick’’ Bland, the 
idol of the Missouri Democracy at the 
Chicago Convention in 189, and again 
at the Springfield State Convention, two 
years later. He did know, however, he 
Said, that Bland’s sons were against 
Stone and for Folk. 

Mr. Vandiver said that four years 
ago, when it was ‘a critical time’’ for 
the Democratic party in Missouri and 
Cockrell’s seaat in the Senate was at 
stake, Stone rushed into print in Re- 
publican papers with ‘insinuations that 
practically amounted to an attack on the 
head ef the Wemocratic ticket.” Mr. 
Vandiver said Stone had “an olive 
branch in one hand and a stiletto in 
the other’’ during that campaign. 

Recalla De Armond Prophecy. 

The commissioner discussed Stone’s 
senatorial record. He said that, when 
a Federal Republican Judge, “a tyran- 
nical and guilty grafter, was im- 
peached,"’ Stone voted ‘No’ on the 
question of impeachment, in the face of 
Congressman De Armond’s statement 
in a speech that history would impeach 
every man who so voted. 

“The day pointed forward to by De 
Armond has come,” said the speaker, 
“and I impeach the record of him who 
refused to impeach a Federal judge who 
had disgraced the nch,’’ 

Mr. Vandiver: charged that Stone’s 
vote, in committee, had killed the bill 
for reduction of Philippine tariffs, which 
had passed the House with the favor- 
able vote of every Missouri Democrat, 
though it was bitterly fought by the 
sugar and tobacco trusts. 

He called attention to the frequency 
with which Senator Stone is recorded as 
‘not voting’ on important legislation 
and then paid his respects to the bili 
for the relief of Subtreasurer Akins in 
the matter of the $61,500 lost or stolen 
from the Subtreasury in St. Louis,

LEGISLATURE TO

rid and Clark.

HE St. Louis University football 
1 eleven will be placed on a higher 

level this year than any footba'l 
team that ever before represented St. 
Louis, 

There never has been a 
Louis in previous years 
schedule games with the Carlisle In- 
dians, Western University of Pennsyl- 
vania and Sewanee with a reasonable 
hope of not only making a good show- 
ing against teams of such igh class, 
but of actually beating them. 

St. Louis University for the past two 
years has been represented by one of 
the strongest teams in the West. When 
Iowa, Kansas, Missouri and Nebraska 
University teams all went down to de- 
feut before St. Louis University, foot- 
ball men all over the country began 
to sit up and take notice. St. Louis Uni- 
versity’s victories were so decisive that 
there was no room left for argument 
as which was the better team. 

Others Raise Protest. 

Such success naturally raised a wall 
of criticism in some quarters as to the 
methods that the local institution was 
using to secure such a great team. St. 
Louis University came out with a state- 
ment to the effect that any of the mem- 
bers of the team were willing to have 
their records investigated, and St. Louis 
University published the record of each 
of the regular players on the team.

$250,000 Subway.

Chairman Mark Ewing of the Coun- 
cil’s Rallroads Committee will call, 
within the next 10 days, a public hear- 
ing on -the bil] providing for the *vaca- 
tion of 23 blocks of streets in the sec- 
tion between Ewing avenue, Grand ave- 
nue, Manchester avenue and Gratiot 
street, as a site for additional railroad 
terminals. 

If it is necessary to have more than 
one hearing on the measure to disclose 
the value of the terminal facilities de- 
sired in that district and the demand 
for them ameng mercantile and indus- 
trial interests, they will be held. Mr. 
Ewing says he wants to have the full- 
est discussion of the whole project. 

The members of the Municipal Ter- 
minals Commission, with the exception 
of President A. J. O'Reilly of the Board 
of Public Improvements, have approved 
the bill now in the Council. 

As a consideration for the city’s grant 
of the streets in and near the Ranken 
tract, the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion is to build a subway under Comp- 
ton avenue, from a point: feet north 
of Papin street te Adams street. The 
cost of this is put at $250,000. 

Bonds of £150,000 Required. 

Within 60 days after the Mayor’s ap- 
proval of the pending bill, the Terminal 
Railroad Association is to give a bond 
of $50,000 to guarantee the performance 
of all the conditions of the ordinance, 
and an additional bond of $100,000 to in- 
sure the completion of the subway. 

A strip of ground of the minimum 
width of 30 feet from the west line of 
Ewing avenue, must be dedicated to 
public use by the Terminal Railroad 
Association in whatever way the city 
may elect. 

The subway, which will take care of 
the traffic crossing Mill Creek Valley 
between Grand avenue.and Jefferson av- 
enue, will have a width of 52 feet and 
a clearance of 14 feet. The approach 
on the south end will be 220: feet long 
and that on the north end 230 feet long, 
so as to give an easy grade. Granite 
will be used as paving in the subway. 

The construction of the subway must 
be under the supervision and so as to 
meet the approval of the Board of Pub- 
lic Imprevements. Three years is the 
period allowed by the pending bill for 
the completion of the subway. , ; 

Will Spend $3,500,000. 

It is announced that the Terminal 
Railroad Association will spend $3,500,- 
000 for new tracks, depots and other im- 
provements in the neighborhood of 
Compton avenue. 








Steam tracks which will have a capac- 
ity of 600 cars will be laid along the 
north edge of Mill Creek Valley east 
and west of Compton avenue. This will 
double the present trackage at that 
point. ; 

President O’Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements declined to rec- 
ommend the passage of the bill because 
of the proposal to abandon Ewing ave- 
nue, now an-important artery between 
points on each side of Mill Creek Val- 
ley. 





Objections Are Found, 

Others have objected because the bill 
contemplates the closing of every street 
paralleling Compton avenue, between 
Jefferson avenue‘and Grand avenue, ex- 
cept Theresa avenue. 

Members of the City Council have not 
taken kindly to the bill.. Councilmen 
Crunden and@ Norvell are on record as 
against the vacation of any street wit 
out compensation to the city. At the 
same time it is pointed out that the sub- 
way, built at the Terminal Railroad's 
expense, would be a fair return for the 
streets vacated.

Great French Sculptor Says We 


Should Found a New 
School.

ARIS, Sept. 19.—The famous ae Rodin had 


something to say about American artists who come 
to Paris to study and paint. He said that instead of 
imitating French models, as they do, they should 
strike out and found a school of art for themselves 
which would have American national characteristics. 
French art, .he said, is now living on its past reputa- 
tion, and very often the names which attract Ameri- 
cans are those of artists whose work is simply aca- 
demic and lifeless, and who ought to be described as 
commercial men instead of artists. 

Rodin thinks the tendency in all departments of s0- 
cial activity is to move in conventional grooves and 
that a man of real merit and originality is always 
barred out by those of mediocre ability. 

“This is true,”’ he says, “in government, literature 
and art. The artists who have left great names be- 
hind them were always those who had great difficulty 
in getting recognition and who had to make an up- 
hill fight ana while they succeeded there were ornens 
of real genius who succumbed.” 

A great sculptor has just completed a monument to 
Whistler. 

“When I first met Whistler,” said Rodin, “I was 
introduced to him by a friend who insisted upon see- 
ing all of Whistler’s latest works, but whose remarks 
showed that he failed to appreciate their peculiar 
quality. But Whistler insisted upon showing every- 
thing he had in his studio.

A dog, frothing at the mouth, ran 
through the flock of fowls and snapped 
several. Policeman Smith killed the 
dog and concluded that the chickens and 
ducks would be inoculated with hydro- 
phobia. 

The policeman called up the Health 
Officer of Granite City and related what 
had occurred. He was told to kill the 
chickens and ducks before they had 
time to go mad.

Lay the design you wish to transfer face down- B 
ward, on any flat surface, and dampen the back with © 
water until the outlines of the design show clearly § 
through the paper.

pose of dampening, but a small sponge is better. 
Spread the material on which you wish to transfer 
the design on the table or on any smooth, hard sur- © 
face; lay the dampened design, still face downward, + 
on the material, cover it with a dry sheet of thick 
paper or several folds of a newspaper, and rub with 

« a slight pressure, using a handkerchief or dry 
cloth, until the design is entirely transferred. Dur- 
ing the rubbing you may readily see whether enough 
pressure 1s being applied by lifting a corner or end 
of the design and noting how it is taking. 

The whole process is very simple and, after a 
trial or two, you should be able to make a perfect 
transfer to any kind of goods. Do not wet the 
transfer sheet too much. Do not wet the material, 
and do not rub the face of the design with wet or 
damp fingers. 

Several transfers may be made from the same 
design, it being only necessary to redampen the back 
of the design. sheet for each additional transfer. 
The design may be readily removed from the ma- 
terial by washing the material in warm water and 
a little soap. The ink with which the transfers are 
printed is absolutely harmless, and will not injure 
the finest fabric.

Any Woman Has the Means to Make Her Clothes 
and Household Doubly Attractive. 





The Secret Lies in the Little, But Important, Accessories to Dress That 
Women Make for Themselves 


The attractive woman is the woman who makes use of the little 
accessories to the toilette that add charm to dress and appearance. 
No matter how simple and inexpensive one’s attire may be, a little 
attention to smali details‘will give an appearance of elegance that can 
be procured in no other way. Fortunately, the means are simple and 
at every womans hand. With an embroidery needle and a bit of 
floss, one can adorn all manner of small dress accessories with at- 
tractive designs. Any woman can add the finishing touches to her 
dress and household goods and secure the desired impression of re- 
finement, costliness and style. | 

Hand embroidery is always desirable and always possible, for 
even children quickly learn to accomplish it. There is a distinction 
about it which always makes itself felt. Never has embroidery had 
such a vogue as now, and, among all forms of needlework, nothing is 
at once so practical, so beautiful and so easily achieved. 


THE SIMPLE MEANS AT HAND 


Happily for the woman who cannot afford expensive dress ac- 
cessories, those things which are most important in the completion of 
a gown are most easily and quickly made. The amusement of leisure 
hours spent in embroidering supplies the wardrobe with its prettiest 
garnitures. One scarcely realizes a collar set begun before it is ready 
for wear, and what is so attractive as a collar, belt and tie worked 
with a corresponding design and proclaiming its handmade, and, there- 
fore, elegant origin at a glance? In some sets cuffs are included, add- 
ing further to the charm of the dainty articles. 

Simple and somewhat small frgures are the mode for present day 
embroidery designs, and, where scailops are possible upon collars and 
the ends of ties, they are not only particularly pretty, but exception- 
ally smart. The custom of edging belts with scallops serves a double 
purpose of beautifying the belt and making it cling more closely 
and symmetrically to the lines of the figure. A belt finished with a 
strong, straight line is apt to wrinkle lengthwise, something which 
never happens in the case of a belt with scalloped edges. 

In working belt scallops it is well to use more filling and stronger 
outline threads than are necessary or desirable when working scallops 
on the edges of collars and ends of ties. Run a strong outline thread 
along the edge of the belt scallops to be worked,. and add a soft, 
strong filling thread of linen or cotton floss. Work the belt with 
clesely laid even embroidery stitches, taking care to place each stitch 
exactly over the edge of the outline thread so that the work may be 
perfectly even. Some persons buttonhole belt scallops for greater 
strength, but this is not necessary if outline threads are run strongly 
and smoothly in the design before it is worked. 


SELECTING THE MATERIAL 


The thickness of the embroidery cotton or linen thread should 
depend upon the quality of the material to be worked. Always state 
the texture of the article to be worked when purchasing threads. 

Linen collars, cuffs and belts require a coarser cotton or linen 
thread than do lawns and mulls, which are best worked with number 
25 and 35 cotton, in French, mercerized qualities. Very sheer mulls 
and handkerchief linens take an even finer thread. In any case, it 
is well to use as fine a needle as will work easily with the thread used, 
because the finer the needle the more closely may stitches be laid, and 
close stitches are the charm of well made embroidery. 

It is a pretty fancy to work one’s favorite flower into the design 
employed upon dress accessory sets. In the butterfly bow or dainty

tie, for example, which finishes an embroidered collar, it is attractive 
to find a bud or blossom worked in the center of the design. It is 
easily drawn in, and gives an air of individuality to the article. It is 
so much the fashion to embroider one’s favorite flower upon dress 
accessories that it is done upon hostery, in silk floss, in the natural 
colors of the flowers. 

Another useful manner in which to use embroidery is the charm- 
ing method of making a white shirtwaist match a colored costume. 
Stamp upon the waist, collar, tie, belt and cuffs or wristband the 
design to be worked, and then work it in a color to match that of 
the dress with which the set is to be worn. There is a dressiness and 
prettiness about such a waist set not to bé achieved in a waist made 
of the dress material. White gives a cool expression to the costume, 
no matter what its hue may be, and the colored embroidery stamps 
the waist and its little belongings as a part of the costume, and not a 
separate garment donned for the sake of convenience. 

HAND WORK HAS VARIOUS USES 

Not only is it the mode to give, by means of hand embroidery, 
such'a touch of completeness to the little things worn with a dress, 
but it is extremely fashionable to add all the embroidery compatible 
with its style to the dress itself. Pretty ‘jumper’ dresses, .where 
the belt connects low-cut waist and skirt, have the belt worked in 
the same design embroidered upon the band around the low neck 
and brief Japanese sleeves of the dress bodice. If a high waist is 
worn, this design 1s repeated upon the collar and cuffs, but it is pret- 
tiest applied to the white collar and tie worn with some sort of little 
white guimpe. Every woman looks her prettiest in a white guimpe, 
whether it be cut round, square or pointed, and when the band which 
borders the neck of this guimpe is worked by hand in some simple 
and charming embroidery pattern, the woman not only looks pretty, 
but elegantly attired, as well. : 

Now that buttons are so lavishly employed as decorations upon 
gowns of all sorts of character it is the mode to embroider these. 
This work is rapidly done, for it does not require the care necessary 
upon more conspicuous articles, but the charm of an embroidered 
button may not be overestimated, particularly when a black or dark 
dress depends for its color touches upon the hues worked into the 
button designs and upon sleeves and collars. In this connection em- 
broidery is also employed upon bows and tabs for the neck, which 
are worked in the colors shown upon the buttons,,and bits of similar 
embroidery are frequently effectively disposed in the bodice of the 
dress. 

WORKING FLOWER DESIGNS 

It is the fashion to make such designs in raised—but not too 
highly raised—satinstitch. This is the easiest of all embroidery 
stitches and merely requires care to keep the edges even and the 
stitches close together. Where a floral design is to be worked, run a flll- 
ing thread along the stem and outline every edge of flower and leaf with 
this thread. Twice around, making the stitches alternate with each 
other, forms a strong outline for a pattern to be raised quite distinctly, 
but once around is enough for the average pattern. Fill in the flower 
petals and leaves with lengthwise stitches of .soft cotton or linen 
floss, not too tightly drawn. If the design is to be raised quite high 
put in several thicknesses of the filling stitches. Then work the de- 
sign with embroidery cotton, linen or silk—according to the material 
which is being decorated, over and over the filling threads, drawing 
smoothly and evenly over each stitch and taking cate to put the needle 
exactly in the outer line of the design. Where an open space is to 
be worked run a thread around the space for the hole, fill in the edge 
and pierce the center with a stiletto of ivory or metal. Work over 
the edge as over the edges of the design. It is customary, where a 
hole is rather large, to fill it in with a fancy lace stitch, such as fillet 
or herringbone stitch. 

Slender stems in a design are best worked with stem stitch; 
thicker stems and spirals should be outlined with a thread run along 
each edge and then worked over and over with solid stitch, such as 
is in general use at present in all embroidery. Sometimes one finds 
it easy to work over the edges of a butterfly’s wing or the petals of 
a rose in this fashion and then fill in the wing or petal with French 
knots. The effect is very pretty and the work rapidly done,

Another newspaper was started in St. 
Louis yesterday. It was the best-pay- 
ing paper ever launched here, the profits 
on the first issue being 200 per cent on 
the capital invested. 

The new paper is called The Home. 
Its owners are Edward Wippern, 7 years 
old, of 2342 Albion place; Robert Prather, 
7, of 2320A Albion place, and Roy Fred- 
erick, 8, of 2330 Albion place. 

It is a four-page paper, containing two 
pages of advertisements, which were 
paid for in advance. 

First Page Is Illustrated. 

The pages are two and one-half inches 
wide and three inches long. Not hav- 
ing money to invest in a composing- 
room outfit, the young journalists spent 
their entire capital, 10 cents, for a font 
of rubber movable type. The man at 
the stationer’s store threw in a rubber 
cut of a teddy bear and this embel- 
lishes the first page. 

Eddie Wippern is the editor and print 
er. Roy Frederick is the advertising so- 
licitor, and Bobbie Prather is the car- 
rier, but he is going to be the reporter 
just as soon as anything worth report- 
ing occurs in the neighborhood. 

The boys get 5 cents for the advertise- 
inent which occupies the first position 
on the front page and 1 cent each for 
the other advertisements. The revenue 
from this source for the first edition was 
11 cents, 1 cent @hore than the capital 
invested. 

The price of the paper to subscribers 
is one cent the copy. The circulation 
department took in 27 cents yesterday, 
making the gross receipts 38 cents on 
the dime invested. 

At this rate the boys in a year will 
bave run their 10-ceht piece up to $14.56.

The Most Famous 


of Aerial Messen- 


gers as It Will Be Seen From St. 


Louis. 


HE astronomers of the world are searching 
7 the sky for the first glimpse of Halley's 
comet, which disappeared into space 75 
years ago, and is again rushing toward the sun 
at the rate of 520 miles a minute. The astrono- 
mers expect to see it through their telescopes 
Some time this fall, probably next month. 

As it comes nearer and nearer to the sun its 
speed will increase. As it passes Jupiter its speed 
will be 783 miles a minute. This will rapidly in- 
crease to 1284 miles a minute, and as it rushes 
past the earth its speed will be 1548 miles a min- 
ute. When it swings around the sun, May 2, 1910, 
it will be shooting through space at the rate of 
1878 miles a minute, which will be the greatest 
speed it will attain. This comet will not be 
nearer than 5,000,000 miles of our earth, but it 
will be plainly seen by the naked eye—not this 
year—only telescopes of the greatest power will 
be able to see it this year, and then it will] be 
only as a tiny speck in the sky. Next fall. in 
October and November, 1909, it may be seen by 
the naked eye and it will continue to grow bright- 
er and larger from that time until it has passed 
around the sun and shot off into space again. 

Astronomers cannot tell yet the exact spot 
where the comet will appear in the sky or the 
exact day it will come. The German Astronom- 
leal Society has offered a prize of 1000 marks 
for the most exact calculation of its appearance. 
and all the astronomers of the world are working 
at it. 

The tail of Halley’s comet was so long when ‘t 
appeared in 1759 that it reached'a distance equal 
to that from the earth to the sun and- several 
millions of miles beyond. To the naked eye this 
tail reached in the sky half way from the zenith 
to the horizon. It was described as a great 
blare of white light, fan-shaped and curved. 

When it next returned, 75 years later, in 1835, 
it was somewhat shorn of its splendor, its tail 
was only a little more than half as long as it 
was 75 years before, but it was a splendid sight. 

How the comet will look upon this visit it is 
impossible to tell now.. because comets often 
change their shape while they are flying through 
Space many billions of miles beyond sight of the 


earth. Sometimes a comet will blaze out with 
three tails, as in the case of the comet observed 
by Donati in 1858, and at its next return will 
appear without any tail at all, or surprise us 
still more, as in the case of Biela’s comet, which 
split in two and eventually went to pieces and 
was lost in the void. 

While the astronomers cannot predict with ac- 
curacy what the shape of Halley’s comet will be 
when it appears this time, they are yet expecting 
it to be a most wonderful sight. kK. Ledger, a 
great astronomer, writing about the coming of 
Halley’s comet, says: 

“It is a comet of notable beauty and grandeur 
of head and tail and it is expected that when it 
appears this time it will be of Surpassing gran- 
deur to the naked eye.” 

It may even be as great as it wag in 1456, when 
the old astronomers described it as “Terrible to 
behold, with a tail 60 degrees in length.” 

This was considerably more than half way 
from the horizon to the zenith. In that year 
the sight of this monstrous light in the sky, 
like a curved scimiter ready to Strike, so terri- 
fied humanity that Pope Calixtus ordered the 
Christian universe to offer up Special prayers for 


protection from the Mohammedans. The curva- 
ture of the comet looked so much like a scim- 
iter, the favorite weapon of the Mohammedans 
that all of Europe thought it portended an in- 
vasion by the dreaded Musselmen.

This comet is the most famo 
two reasons. One is that its | nntlagisct 
ance every 75 years has been traced back to 
the year 12 B. C. The second reason is that the 
return of this comet in 1759 tested for the first 
time the application of the theory that it was 
the eavietion of the sun which controlled the 
comets. 


It was the great astronomer Halley who firs 
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conceived the idea that comets move in reg- 
ular orbits around the sun. He saw the comet 
of 1682 and in comparing it with others that 
had come before he found that it was exactly 
like those of 1607 and 1531. This led him to be- 
lieve that they were the same and he predicted 
it would return again in 1759. He was not 
alive to see it, but upon the appointed day the 
comet came, and the scientists named it “Hal- 
ley’s comet.” 

Since then the appearance of this same comet 
has been traced back to 12 years before Christ 
was born. For many years the astronomers 
could trace it back only to 1456, but by consult- 
ing the records of the Chinese astronomers they 
found its appearance recorded each 75 years 
back to i2 B. C. 

Since then records of the appearance of this 
comet have been found, one in 684, as pictured 
in the Chronicle of Nuremberg and again in 1066, 
as preserved in the Bayeux tapestry. 

The composition of comets is yet a matter of 
speculation. No one knows of what they are 
made. Some say they are masses of loose stone 
which emit light by rubbing against each other 
in their general flight through space. Others 
think the head is a molten mass and that the 
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luminous tail is composed of the bases given off 
by the head and carried in a gorgeous train. 
There are many other theories. 

Guillemin, the great French astronomer, says 
of«the composition of comets: “Whether it be 
an incandescent liquid or solid, or only selid mat- 
ter reflecting the light of the sun. quite eludes 
our research, nor do we know anything of the 
chemical elements of which.it is composed.” 

Is it possible that the earth might come in 
collision with a comet? This question has been 
asked many times and astronomers have ad- 
mitted that it is possible, but they differ as to 
the consequences. In 1770 a comet passed on 
the same day as the earth through a point only 
168,000 miles distant from the spot occupliec 
by our globe five hours later. That is getting 
pretty close to a comet. 

A great astronomer has said: “With their 
variety of movements it is clearly possible for a 
comet to encounter some planet or even our earth 
upon its way; and it cannot be doubted that ter- 
rible results would ensue.” 

Some astronomers have conjectured that- at 
some time a comet passing near to the earth 
would annex it and carry us off with it and thus 
we would be roasted when close to the sun and 
frozen when at the point in its orbit furthest 
f,o5m the sun. Others have admitted the possi- 
bility that a comet might pick up our moon and 
carry it off, or that our earth might attract 
enough of the substance of a comet to form an- 
other moon to help lignt aur little earth at 
night. One of the theories of astronomy is that 
our moon was acquired in that very way. 

It is a well known fact that the planet 
Jupiter has a way of annexing comets which 
happen to drift his way. He has captured no 
less than 30 of them which are now recognized 
as Jupiter’s family of comets. 


Gregory, a learned astronomer, says that if this 
earth should sweep through the tail of a comet 
the deadly vapors might annihilate all life on 
this globe. Another astronomer holds that if a 
comet came close enough to attract the waters of 
the earth by gravity it might draw them up over 
all the continents and thus destroy the human 
ge the astronomer, believed that the earth 
did come close to a comet at one time and that 
its attraction caused a change in the earth's 
axis. 

“we see. then,” he wrote, “why the ocean has 
Bie hy ahs the bigh mountains, upon which it 
has left incontestable marks of its sojourn.

If this happened once it may a 
but the dwellers upon our earth may have noth- 
ing to fear from the great comet which is now 
approaching. . It will not, it is predicted, affect us 


in the least. 
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UNDREDS of suicides and many 
H more deaths from worry have 
been caused by the late finan- 

cial panic, 

“Died of heart failure, brought on 
by worry over financial losses.” How 
often that sentence has been in the 
newspapers in the last year! 

In nearly every town and city, rich 
men who had been in the prime of 
life gave up hope and love of life 
when their fortunes temporarily 
dwindled, and they gradually pined 
away and died. Or else the stroke of 
misfortune acted with the swiftness 
of a bullet crashing into the brain 
or heart and the stricken one dropped 
“Dead at the ticker.” 

A man who has never had great 
riches and known the adulation and 
felt the sense of power and superi- 
ority which great wealth is supposed 
tc bring, can scarcely imagine what 
it means to a rich man when he sud- 
denly realizes that his riches are 
swept away. The rich map is rarely 
philosophical. He thinks as a rule 
that wealth is everything. 

It may have taken a lifetime of 
hard work to gather the fortune. All 
his ambitions and hopes are centered 
in it. When it melts away from him 
like ice in the summer sun there 
comes a mental strain, something 
snaps, the man falls and next day 
the doctors say: “A blood clot on 
the brain,” or “Heart failure.” 

Begun as a means to an end, the 
fortune becomes the end instead of 
the means, and it finally overmasters 
its owner, who lives for it and be 
comes its slave. And when it leaves 
him he is desolate. 

Men whose hair has turned g 


‘from sudden fright have vainly tri 


to tell of what they suffered. There 
are no words to portray the mortal 
terror that comes to many a man 
with sufficient strength to change the 
color of his hair. And few can imag- 
ine mental torture sufficient to cause 
death. 
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There was the case of Corwin H. 
Spencer, the St. Louis millionaire, 
who collapsed as he stood at the tick- 
er, reading from the swiftly uncojl- 
ing tape the message of his own finan- 
clal decline. The shock was too 
much for his brain and heart. He fel] 
to the floor, and in three hours was 
dead. 

“Angina pectoris,” the doctors said 
in his case. This is another name for 
heart failure. And the doctors said 
it was brought on by “mental emo- 
tion.” 

An old-fashioned name for it is 
“Broken heart.” 

There was the case of James L. 
Blair of St. Louis, who brooded over 
financial losses and disgrace until his 
death followed quickly from “Cere- 
bral congestion.”’ 

And very recently there have diced 
from mental worry over financial re- 
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verses three of the most prominent 
citizens of St. Louis. One of these 
was J. C. Van Blarcom. The others 
were William F. Niedringhaus and h's 
brother, Henry L. Niedringhaus, who 
died within a few weeks of each 
other, the death of each of them be- 
ing hastened, it i- believed, if not di- 
rectly caused, by temporary financial 
losses resulting from the industria! 
depression. 

The most dramatic death of 
these was that of Corwin H. Spencer, 
who literally “died at the ticker.” He 
had been a farmer boy who came to 
the city to seek his fortune. He got 
into grain speculation and accumu- 
lated and lost several fortunes. 

He originated future trading in 
erain in St. Louis. He was worth 
nearly a million when the disastrous 
panic of 1882 came and the profits of 
years were wiped out and he was left

Fortune smiled on 
him now as it had never done before. 


























In one year, in 1901, he worked a 
successful bull campaign in corn and 
added $1,000,000 to his fortune. A 
year later he cleared $1,000,000 in 
wheat. 

He had, it was believed, a fortune 
of $3,000,000 when, in the winter of 
1906, this fortune, too, began to slip 
away from him. He was a heavy 
investor in Great Northern stock, and 
he had staked practically aj) his enor- 
mous fortune on it. He prophesied 
that it would rise But instead it fell 
and kept going down.

While she is outlining her ambi- 
tious career across the ocean, Chi- 
cago society is busy with rumors of 
domestic discord over her unconven- 
tional conduct, but Solomon Sturges 
merely laughs and declares it will cost 
less to stage his wife’s new play than 
to make good her losses at bridge 
whist. 

“If she wants to make it a gamble 
on the Paris stage, all right,”’ he says. 
“If she wins, it’s fine and dandy, if 
she loses—well, I suppose she'll have

But Mrs. Sturges doesn't figure on 
losing. Hef play, she declares, is 
more daring than “The Freedom of 
the Soul,”’ with which she made Chi- 
cugo society gasp. It was a drama 
with the sub-title, “A Page from Bo- 
hemia,” produced by Donald Robert- 
son and his company at fashionable 
Ravinia Park. Mrs. Sturges now has 
placed it in the hands of New York 
managers, and expects a metropolitan 
production this season. 

In speaking of this play Mrs. Stur- 
ges said her purpose in writing plays 
Was not a financial one, but one pure- 
ly “for art's sake.” 

“I am absolutely indifferent about 
what the public will think about my 
new play,” said she. “Of course, if it 
is well received I shall be pleased. 

“In writing the play I feltegiat I 
had something to say, and i have 
said it.”’ 

The action takes place in London 
and Venice. Mimi, the heroine, is

on. In going away with the Italian 
tenor she does nothing wrong, for she 
does not know what wrong is. 

“She is a pure-souled child of Bo- 
hemia, brought up in the free and un- 
restrained atmosphere of that realm 
of poets, painters and musicians.” 

As she spoke her husband, Solomon 
Sturges, who was sitting in an easy 
chair by the window reading his 
hewspaper, looked up and smiled. The 
smile looked suspiciously like a cyn- 
ical one. 

Mrs. Sturges evidently divined its 
import, for she quickly said: 

“My husband doesn’t think highly 
of my labors in the dramatic field.” 

“O, yes, I do,” retorted he, with a 
drawl. “It’s better than bridge whist, 
anyhow, and all the rest of the tom- 
fooleries of society women nowadays.” 

With that he resumed reading his 
paper. Mrs. Sturges laughed and said, 
half-inquiringly: 


Choice of Two Evls. 


“Then it’s a choice between two 
evils and the drama is the lesser?” 

“Yes,” drawled Mr. Sturges, hiding 
behind his paper. “As between the 
drama and bridge whist, the drama is 
easier on @ man’s pocketbook. The 
women are all good losers at cards. 
I never saw a woman yet who ever 
won at bridge whist.” 

Mrs. Sturges paid no attention to 
that remark of her husband, but con- 
tinued explaining the plot of “The 
Freedom of the Soul.” “Getting away 
from convention is freedom and’—— 

“Bay, what is a kosher meat mar- 
ket, anyhow?” suddenly inguired Mr. 
Sturges, still reading the paper. 

“Why, why, a kosher meat market 
is a place where meat slaughtered ac- 
cording to Jewish religious rites is 
sold,’ answered Mrs. Sturges. 

The effect of the* sudden descent 
from the heights of the poetic, soul 
drama was startling, to say the least. 

“O, is that so? I didn’t know it 
made any difference which way the 
steer is killed,’ said he, looking at 
Mrs. Sturges with a merry twinkle in 
his eye. 

“Yes, indeed,” said Mrs. Sturges. 
“But to continue with the play. Here 
is what Mimi says to her lover when 
the two are together in the garden at 
Venice: 

““The world, with its laws and con- 
ventions, says we should be wretched 
and miserable.’ 

"TO this her lover replies: 

‘“But there are no laws and con- 
ventions in Bohemia, save those of 
the heart and soul.’ 

“It is in this way that Mimi finds 
the freedom of her soul. Later. when 
her husband comes and makes his ap- 
peal to her, she returns with him, 
because she learns that only in being 
unselfish and not caring for her own 
pleasures is true happiness found. 
Thus, getting away from convention 
brings out the best in her nature.

HAT prettier sight can one find 
W than a rosy, ».ell developed 
child, and what parent would 
not do anything in histor her power 
to give health to the delicate little 
ones? A good deal has been said 
about outdoor life and play for the 
children past their babyhood, but by 
that time they are well started on 
their upward or downward path in 
health, and the habits of infancy are 
pretty firmly establ'shed. 

A certain athletic woman, the 
mother of two sturdy boys, began the 
very day of their birth to train the 
little muscles by gently moving their 
arms up and down and sideways. This 
was to gradually strengthen the mus- 
cles. She did the same with their feet: 
Then, as soon as they had strength 
enough to grip her fingers, she would 
allow them to tightly hold on, and 
then, gently pulling, taught them to 
pend back and forth. What a world 
of delight would come into their eyes 


when.they were able to perform these 
simple stunts without help. 

Their first playthings were not 
painted dolls, nor plaster, nor wax 
images, which are harmful when the 
child instinctively puts them in its 
mouth. Instead, small dumbbells, 
that would not overtax the strength, 
yet enabled the child to expend its 
surplus energy, were her first gifts.

Up to the time the Sugar Trust 
bought jt, 600 men worked there and 
furnished support for 3000 persons. 
It had a refining capacity of 3000 
barrels of sugar a day. It did such 
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Trust. 


a tremendous business that the levee 
from Biddle to Walnut street, a dis- 
tance of one mile, used to be covered 
with hogsheads and barrels of sugar 
refined there, and barges of crude 
sugar that came from New Orleans, 
Cuba and the Philippines crowded the 
levee river front. All of the sugar re- 
fined there went to supply the trade 
as far as Salt Lake City, St. Paul, 
Denver and the headwaters of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 

This sugar refinery had been in op- 
eration since 1840. It was one of the 
oldest and most stable of all the in- 
dustries in St. Louis. 

And then the great Sugar Trust was 
formed by the Havemeyers and others 
with capital enough to crush out any- 
one who would oppose them or refuse 
to sell out ‘o them. The Belcher 
company refused to sell. Its million 
of capital was all owned in St. Louis, 
its managers lived here and had 
grown up with the business, it paid 
well and they did not wish to get rid 
of it. 

One of its largest stockholders de- 
clared that the principal reason he 
refused to sell to the trust was that 
it might throw out of employment the 
600 workmen who had grown up wit 
the fifm and had proven their loyalty 
in many ways. 

The Sugar Trust began and waged 
a fight. It shipped refined sugar into 
the territory of the St. Louis con- 
cern and sold it at cost and in some 
instances below cost. In 1887 the 
Belcher company had to give in. The 
Sugar Trust paid it a million dollars 
for the plant and business, which the 
officers of the company declared was 
not enough to cover the cost of the 
building, machinery and ground. 

The Sugar Trust closed the plant 
and has kept it closed ever since. The 
600 men thrown out of work were not 
‘re-employed in any of the Sugar 
Trust's other plants. They had to 
look for other kinds of work. 

The closing of this plant 22 years 
ago was a body blow to the river 
transportation. This one industry 
alone kept several steamers and barge 
lines husy on the river and old river 
men tell to this day of what a dif- 
ference it made along the levee when 
the mile-long rows of sugar barrels 
iy seen there no more.

factory is now occupied by the St. 
Louis Coffin Co. 

In -Oc.ober, 1808, the trust bought 
the factory of ihe Drummond Com- 
pany, for $3,475,000 cash. It was one 
of the largest iobacco plants in the 
country. It had a daily capacity of 
175,000 pounds of plug tobacco and 
1,000,000 cigarettes. 

It occupied an entire block between 
Third and Fourth and Spruce and 
Valentine streets. It had three build- 
ings of seven stories and thee of five 
stories. The factory was closed by 
the trust and all the workmen were 
discharged, and not a pound of to- 
bacco has been made in it since. The 
buildings are still owned by the To- 
bacco Trust, which uses them as a 
siorage warehouse. 

In January, 1899, the Tobacco Trust 
bought for $3,000,000 cash the fac- 
tory of the Catlin Tobacco Co. at 
Thirteenth and Chestnut streets and 
closed it and sold the property. 

In January, 1899, it bought the large 
factory of the Liggett & Myers To- 
bacco Co. 

In 1901 it bought the factory of the 
Wellman-Duree Tobacco Co. at 
Lawrence and Park avenue and clos- 
ed it. In November, 1901, the trust 
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gett & Myers Tobacco Co. was $25,000 
a year, and the other factories com- 
bined gave fully as much, making 
$50,000 a year wh‘ch the various char- 
ties, the hospitals, orphan asylums 
and so. on received each year from 
this industry alone. Now not a dol- 
lar goes to charity from the tobacco 
industry in St. Louis. Some say that 
a trust is a soulless thing, a sort of 
Frankenstein, without heart or feel- 
ings. At any rate the Tobacco Trust 
contributes nothing to the charities 
of St. Louis. 

The Tobacco Trust, it is therefore 
claimed, has worked injury to St. 
Louis. If it had not’ been for the 
Tobacco Trust St. Louis’might, it is 
said, now have been the greatest to- 
bacco manufacturing center in the 
country. To what proportions a man- 
ufacturing industry will grow in St. 
Lou's if unhampered is shown in 
the shoe industry. The shoe factories 
have expanded and increased until 
now St.Louis is the greatest shoe 
manufacturing city in the world. 

The Lead Trust furnished another 
St. Louis example of how trusts op- 
erate. When it was organized in 1903 
it acquired, among 19 other concerns, 
the Collier Shot Tower Works, the 
Markle Lead Works, the Hoyt Metal 
Co. and the St. Louis Shot Tower 
Co., all of St. Louis. When the trust 
afterward sold the land in North St. 
Louis unon which the shot tower

zz years ago, when there was not a 
single house in all the territory that 
is now the State of Oklahoma, and 
when the great Southwest had only 
just entered on its development, what, 
it is asked, would the refinery be do- 
ing now if it had not been for*the 
Sugar Trust which throttled it? 

The Sugar Trust is one of the oldest 
and most prosperous trusts in this 
country. It has absorbed 55 compa- 
nies and produces 90 per cent of all 
the sugar consumed in this country. 
It makes a yearly profit of about $10,- 
000,000, and there have been years 
when its net profit exceeded that. 
Not one dollar of the many thousands 
which the people of St. Louis pay 
for sugar ever returns to be spent 
here. It all goes to the headquarters 
of the Sugar Trust in New York. If 
the Belcher sugar refinery had been 
left to operate in St. Lou's it would, 
it is claimed, have supplied all of the 
sugar consumed here, and all of the 
money paid out for sugar would have 
remained here to pay the wages of 
workmen and to be reinvested in 
other industries. 

The Tobacco Trust, with its $300,- 
000,000 of capital and its surplus profit 
of as muck as $22,000,000 a year, has 
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bought and closed six large tobacco 
factories in St. Louis within the last 
few years and has thrown 2800 work- 
men out of employment. It is esti- 
mated by the census experts of the 
United States Government that each 
man who works supports five persons. 
If that is the case then the Tobacco 
Trust took away the support of 14,000 
persons when it closed the six tobacco 
factories in this city and threw 23800 
persons out of work. 

It not only closed the factories 
here, but it transferred much of the 
work done in those factories to cities 
which are trade rivals of St. Louis. 
There were formerly 1000 persons in 
St. Louls engaged in the wurk of 
stemming tobacco. All of this work 
is done by the Tobacco Trust now in 
Louisville, Ky. 

The first factory bought by the To- 
bacco Trust in St. Louis was that of 
the James G. Butler Tobacco Co. at 
Sixteenth and Walnut strec s. The 
trust acquired it in 1895, and almost 
immediately closed it. 

In April, 1898, the Tobacco Trust 
bought the factory of the Brown To- 
bacco Co., Eighteenth and Chouteav 
avenue, for $1,260,000. The Trust 
closed this factory and sold it. The 


Tobacco Co., that had becn started 
by Col. Moses C. Wetmore to fight 
the trust. Wetmore had been presi- 
dent of the Ligget & Myers Company 
and stated that for the last five 
years before the trust bought it the 
net profit had been $900,000 annually.

Assistance in Securing Victims—Did a Man Help Her 
to Escape and Who Was It Stopped People on 
McClung Road the Night of the Firer 


HO is the mysterious man in 
W the Gunness case? 

What is the name of the 
strange man who .appears here and 
there, a black spot in the woof of 
this crimson tragedy? : 

After all that has been said and 
written of the woman of mystery 
who managed a murder farm near 
Laporte, Ind., is it possible’ that 
there has been overlooked a man 
whose evil mind guided her in all her 
crimes; that all of her nimble and 
sihister tricks and shifts to entice 
men to death were plotted by him, 
and that it: was his hand, and not 
hers, that clutched at the throats of 
their victims and helped her to dis- 
member the bodies and bury them? 

And was it this man who helped 
her to escape at last, and are they 
not together somewhere, enjoying 
| the fruits of the long tragedy in 
which so many human lives were 
lost ? 

Newly aiscovered evidence points 
its finger at a man-accomplice, and

“Mrs. Gunness came for her mail 
accompanied by a Man. I never paid 
much attention to him, and I don’t 
remember much about his appear- 
ance, except that he was short and 
very well dressed.

Men who saw 
him and talked with him at various 
times have given that much informa- 
tion about him, but it is meager in- 
deed, and this mysterious figure in 
the background of this greatest se- 
ries of American crimes is yet shad- 
owy and ghost-like. 

May Help Ray Lamphere 

The effect this newly discovered 
proof of a man-accomplice will have 
upon the coming tplal of Ray Lam- 
phere can only be conjectured now. 
His lawyers think that it will help 
acquit him. 

Evidence of the most positive kind 
of the presénce of a man-accomplice 
near the Gunness farm the night the 
house burned is given by a farm hand 
near that place. His name is withheld 
by the authorities but itis known that 
he boarded for a time after the tra- 
gedy with Mrs. Hilda Carlson in La- 
porte. The man’s story as he told it 
in the presence and hearing of Mrs. 
Carlson, was as: follows: 

“I was going home on the night of 
the fire. It was long past midnight. 
When I had reached a point a quar- 
ter of a mile from Mrs. Gunness’ 
farm a man and a woman rose up 
from the side of the road _ in 
the moonlight. The woman was large 
and fleshy and dressed in black. Both 
the man and woman wore black 
masks and the man leveled a revol- 
ver at me. 

“*You can’t go past the Gunness 
farm tonight,’ said a deep voice. 

“*Why not?’ I asked. 

“Turn back and drive fast toward 
town or it will be the worse for you,’ 
was the reply. 


Was a Strange Voice 


“] turned my horse and drove back 
to town and went to the farm at 
which I worked by a _ roundabout 
road. Next day I learned that the 
Gunness house had been burned and 
four dead Wodies were found in the 
ruins.” 

The farm hand who tells this story 
is well acquainted with Ray Lam- 
phere and he says it was not he that 
warned him back. 

The authorities have what seems 
like indubitable proof that Mrs. Gun- 
ness had a man-accomplice who went 
aout the country luring men into 
her toils to be murdered. 

Could the imagination of Poe have 
dreamed a more horrible nightmare 
than that? 

This accomplice attempted to per- 
suade Fred Hafle, a wealthy citizen 
of Cleveland, 0., to visit Mrs. Gun- 
ness at her farm. He gave tne intend- 
ed victim @ photograph of the wealthy 
widow" he described as looking 
for a husband. This picture Hafle 
mailed to Chief of Police Clintoa 
Cochrane of Laporte, ine chief pro- 
— it the portrait of Mrs. Gun- 

Hafle’s letter follows: 

Cleveland, O., May 12, 1908.— 
Chief of Police, Laport Ing 
Dear Sir: Last August, * while 
waiting for a@ street car in our 
public square, I was approached 
by a gentleman, who commenced 
_@ conversation with me. After a 
while he stated that he was in 
the city on a speculation and that 


He also gave me a picture of 
the lady who was supposed to be 
looking for a husband, which | 
inclose herewith. I. do this mere- 
ly thinking that I may be of as- 
sistance in the matter of Mrs. 
Gunness. 

This man claimed that Chicago, 
Ill., was his home, and he was 
about 35 or 36 vears of age, 5 
feet 3 or 4 inches, weight about 
160 pounds, reddish complexion, 
smooth face, dark hair, and wore 
a black soft hat, blue suit, and 
had the generai appearance of a 
man pretty well to do, being well 
dressed, and would make a good 
impression. 

I forgot the matter entirely, it 
being merely a matter of fun on 
my part, until newspapers came 
out about the wholesale murders 
in Laporte, Ind., when this occur- 
rence came back to my mind. I 
thought it best to write the parti- 
culars, as it might possibly be 
of assistance to you, and I wouid 
be able to identify the man 
should I be called upon. I cal'ed 
on the Chief of Police of Cleve- 
land, O., this movning, Mr. Fred 
Kohler, and he advised my writ- 
ing you as above. If I can be of 
assistance kindly return photo. 

FRED HAFLE. 
Hafle was located at his home, 
Lakewood avenue, Lakewood, a sub- 
urb of Cleveland. He said he was ap- 
proached by the man now supposed 
to have been Mrs. Gunness’ ally in 
August, 1907, in a public square in 
Cleveland. 


No Names Were Given 


“The man did not give me his 
name,’ Hafle said, “nor the name of 
the woman. I had forgotten the name 
of the town in Indiana until remind- 
ed by the dispatches from Laporte 
telling of the Gunness woman. 

“The stranger gave mea photograph 
of the wealthy widow, took my name 
and address, and said he would write. 
After talking. with him awhile he 
went to a hotel where he was ston. 
ping. There he got his suit case and 
coat and left, after asxing me to 
meet him at the hotel the next morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. I went to the hotel 
next morning, but saw nothing of 
him. I never saw or heard of him aft- 
erward.” 

A photograph of Ray Lamphere 
was sent to Mr. Hafle and he declared 
positively that he was not the 
man whom he had met in Cleveland. 

Another bit of newly discovered 
evidence gathered by the detectives 
at work on the case is to the effect 
that this mysteriots man-accomplice 
made regular visits to Mrs. Gunnegs, 
meeting her in a secluded piece of 
woodland. This eyidence comes from 
Axel Carlson, a conductor on _ the 
Interurban electric road that runs be- 
tween Laporte and Michigan City, 
passing within half a mile of «he 
Gunness home. The nearest station 
on this line to the Gunness place wag 
“No. 7” at Card’s \landing on Pine 
Lake. 

“For a year or more,” said Conduct- 
or Carlson, “I have noticed a man 
riding on my car who invariably got 
off at station No. 7. He always rode 
out either from Laporte or Michigan 
City at night. Usually he _ reached 
station No. 7 about 9 or 10 o'clock. 
He always carried a grip. After leay- 
ing the car, he would hurry into a 
woodland near by, where, time after 
time, I saw him meet a woman in a 
buggy waiting for him in _ the 
shadows.

Carlson described. the stranger !n 
the same general way as Mr. Hafle. 
He said he was a brisk and prosper- 
ous looking little man, and except 
for a suspicious@nd furtive eye with 
which he scrutinized everyone, had 
rather a pleasant face. 

The authorities now believe that 
this mysterious man collected the 
letters sent by her dupes to the mur- 
derous old siren. It is known that 
she used half a dozen different 
aliases and had her mail sent to a 
number of towns in Indiana and IIli- 
no's. It is believed that this accom- 
plice went around to the different 
towns and collected these letters and 
delivered them to her twice a week 
and that he is the man described by 
the conductor.

They 
live in Michigan City.

“Mrs. Gunness made two trips into 
the house and back to where the 


man stood. She carried something 
heavy in her hands.

They think she, with the aid of a 
man-accomplice, killed the three chil- 
dren, and put beside their bodies 
that of a woman from which they 
had cut the head. Then they set the 
house afire and escaped. 3 

This theory is borne out by a let- 
ter received by Sheriff Smutzer from 
Jesse L. Hurst, a cabman of Deca- 
tur, Dl.

hone hile the mother fish floats 
around and takes things easy, not 
having the care of her numerous off- 
spring to interfere with her pleas- 
ures. Should an intruder come hear 
the little catfish there will be trouble, 
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for the old daddy fish will at once 
show fight. 

“How did we find out that the male 
fish always care for the young? 5im- 
ply by putting a pair in one of the 
aquaria and watching results. At 
spawning time the eggs were laid, 
and one of the fish kept constant 
watch over them. When the eggs 
hatched and the little fellows began 
lo frisk about, the same old fish 
looked after them, not permitting the 
female to come near, and this con- 
tinued until the young were old 
enough to care for themselves. 

“We then took the fish which had 
so carefully guarded and cared for the 
young and dissected it, and the result 
was that it proved to be the male. 
This fact we have found to be true 
in other fish. The catfish, when in 
their native ponds and brooks. always 





find a quiet place in the water near 
the bank to lay their eggs, building 
a nest in the sand and covering with 
a thick spawn. The male fish wil) 
hover around the nest and force fresh 
water through the mass by rapid vi- 
brations of his fins. This continues 
for a week or eight days, when the 
eggs hatch. 

“In the sea a species of catfish is 
found which takes the eggs in his 
mouth as soon as they are laid by 
the female, and there he will keep 
them until they hatch,” continued thie 
scientist. “After this they are looked 
after by the mother fish, the daddy 
fish feeling that he has finished his 
part of raising the family. A f'sh very 
much resembling our sunfish do the 
same thing. Sometimes their jaws 
fairly bulge out with the young. These 
fish are called the Cichilds, and are 


plentiful in Texas and Palestine. 
They are so numerous in the Sea of 
Galilee that the miraculous catch at 
the time when St. Peter fished there 
might be repeated at any day now, it 
being the habit of these fish to move 
along on top of the water in almost 
a solid mass, covering many square 
yards and making a noise like that 
of a pouring ra'‘n. 

“The common sunfish also take 
care of its eggs, as do other species 
of its family which are peculiar to 
North America, such as the black 
bass, rock bass and croppie. in the 
early spring a pair of these fish will 
come near the shore and carefully 
clear away a circular spot a foot or 
two in diameter, removing all the 
weeds and stones, and in th‘'s clearing 
the female lays her eggs. This done, 
the male immediately takes charge,

hovering over the nest and driving 
away all intruders. This he continues 
to do until the babies are hatched and 
able to hustle for their own living, 
when he is at liberty to roam around 
until the mother fish ts ready for 
him to again go on duty as caretaker 
of another hatching of eggs. 

“The pipe fish take care of their 
young in a manner that is entirely 
peculiar. The newly laid eggs are 
taken care of by the male, which has 
a sort of fold on each side of its body. 
Beneath the ‘flaps’ he keeps the eggs 
until the young are hatched and suffi- 
clently grown to take care of them- 
selves. While in the ‘flap’ they are 
fed by the mother, upon whom falls 
the duty of foraging around for food.

It will be seen that faith in the un- 
erring accuracy of the Captain’s aim 
is almost a superstition. His nerves 
are of the quiet, steady sort, which 
belong to a tombstone, and he does 
not disturb them with tobacco or 
stimulants of any kind—not_ even 
with tea or coffee. In explanation, he 
once said: 

“Well, you see, I have sometimes 
to be about two-fifths of a second 
quicker than the other fellow, and a 
little quiver, then, might be fatal.” 

His most desperate encounter was 
with Sheriff Joe Mathews of Chil- 
dress County several years ago. Cap- 
tain “Bill’’ was instructed to round 
up a band of cattle thieves operating 
there. The Sheriff, in league with 
them, ordered McDonald and his 
Rangers to keep out of the county. 

The Ranger Captain went at once, 
alone, to the Sheriff's town. The 
latter and two deputies opened fire on 
him as soon as he apveared. The two 
Officers fired five tuliets into each 
other, while the deputies Kept up a 
cross fire on the Ranger. When 
Matthews fell dead McDonald turned 
to attend to his assistants, but they 
were already in full flight. Captain 
“Bill” then dropped unconscious him- 
self and was in the hospital severa] 
months. 

Single handed one day he rode into 
Columbus, Tex., and found the oppos- 
ing factions of the deadly Reese- 
Townsend feud, each 100 strong, 
drawn up facing each other in the 
public square, armed for battle. Mc- 
Donald rode between them, and when 
the two leaders refused to surrender 
knocked ‘them down. He then 
searched the pockets of every man in 
the square and relieved him of his 
shooting irons. There was no more 
feud. 

He left the town of Quanah once on 
the trail of a notorious crimina] want- 
ed for robbery and murder. He fol- 
lowed the outlaw for more than four 
hundred miles, into Oklahoma, stop- 
ping only one or two hours at a time 
to sleep or rest his horse. 

He found his man in camp with 
four other outlaws, He unhesitating- 
‘vy dismounted, walked up to the 
evoup and told the fugitive he was 
a prisoner. He forced the dismayed 


prisoner to mount, don handcuffs and 
ride off with him toward Texas, and 
the others were so overawed by the 
peace officer’s nerve that they forgot 
to shoot him when he turned his back 
on them. 

Captain ‘‘Bill’s’’ most famous ex- 
ploit was bearding in. their own fort 
the sullen and murderous negro sol- 
diers of the Twenty-fifth Infantry a 
few days after they, in the role of 
“midnight assassins,” as Presiden. 
Roosevelt branded them, “shot up” 
the garrison town of Brownsville, 
Tex., killing one man and wounding 
another, and causing a reign of ter- 
10r among the unprotected women 
and children of the village. For days 
the town was at the mercy of the gar- 
rison and each hour was expected tc 
witness another deadly sally from 
Fort Brown. “We know,” stated a tel- 
egram for aid to the President, “that 
the accidental discharge of a firearm 
an overt act of an excited citizen 
would precipitate upon us the whol 
negro force.”’ 

Seven days after the outrage Capt. 
McDonald and only two Rangers ar- 
rived on the scene. The panic-strick- 
en town received the trio with such 
cheers of relief as if they had been an 
army. 

He found, to his disgust, that dur- 
ing the week a Citizen’s Committee, 


aided by Maj. Penrose, who was in, 


command of the garrison, and Maj. 
Blocksom, dispatched from Washing- 
ton to investigate, had made no prog- 
ress toward the identification of the 
criminals. Penrose had said he would 
detect the guilty if it took 10 years. 

“Ten years!” shouted Captain 
“Bill.” “I'll find them out myself, 
and I won't be 10 years about it, nor 
10 days, neither.” 

What followed is vividly related by 
Albert Bigelow Paine in Pearson's 
Magazine: 

“With his Sergeant, W. J. Mc- 
Cauley, ‘one of the bravest and best, 
McDonald was on his way tq the fort 
next morning, when he was stopped 
by members of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee. 

“*You ean never go into that fort 
and come out alive,’ they said. 

“Why not?’ 

“ ‘Because those men are all vnder 
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arms, and excited. Unless you can 
show an order from Maj. Penrose 
they will shoot you down, sure.’ 

“The Captain carried an automatic 
shotgun that would go off about eight 
times a second, and his Sergeant bore 
a Winchester repeating rifle. These 
lay in positions for easy and immedi- 
ate action. The two men had been 
together in many conflicts, and had 
faced death too often to waver now 

“The committee stepped aside and 
MeDonald and McCauley proceeded 
to the garr‘son. At the entrance they 
were suddenly confronted by a file of 
about twenty soldiers, with rifles 
leveled. 

“ Halt!’ 

“Captain ‘Bill’ and his Sergeant 
uwever even hesitated. With their own 
arms in position for instant action 
they marched steadily into the muz- 
zles of those leveled guns—the Cap- 
tain, meantime, admonishing the men 
behind them.

“Capt. Macklin was clearly relieved 
to get away from the story of his own 
personal movements on the night of 
that fateful 13th. 

“ ‘Corporal Miller was in the bar- 
racks. He was present at both roll- 
calls.’ 

““Very well, send for Corporal 
Miller. Send for that Miller nigger 
and let me talk to him.’” 

From Miller and other negroes, who 
grew confused, according to Mr. 
Paine, at McDonald’s cross-examina- 
tion, direct contradictions of Mack- 
lin’s story were extorted. One soldier 
practically admitted that his cap was 
the one found in the street after the 
raid. The writer continues: 

“Captain Bill was alone with his 
board of inquiry. For some moments 
he regarded the two officers with si- 
lent scorn. Then to Maj. Penrose he 
said: 

“*When I came here you told me 
you couldn't find out anything. I've 
been here a half an hour and I’ve 
found out enough to get warrants 
for 13 men for murder. How do you 
explain that?’ 

““Maj. Penrose’s face showed that he 
was unhappy. He said: 

“*You have had nore experience 
in such matters and understand bet- 
ter how to go at it than I do.’ 

“ *Yes, I've only asked for facts— 
that’s all. I didn’t try to get any- 
body to tell mea lie. I've found that 
a whole bunch of these men was out 
that you and your Captain here said 
Was in. You-all are trying to cover 
up this matter, and it makes you 
just as sorry as these niggers, you 
being accessory to the crime.’ ” 

District Judge Welch issued war- 
rants for the arrest of 12 soldiers on 
the evidence presented by McDonald. 
Another trial of will with a file of 
Soldiers guarding the fort issued tri- 
umphantly for the Ranger when he 
Went to arrest his prisoners. Cap- 
tain “Bill” consented for them to re- 
main in the fort’s guardhouse for fear 
they might be lynched in the town if 
confined in the Jail. 

But in the meantime the question 
had taken first place, temporarily, in 
Dational politics, and powerful influ- 
ences were at work in behalf of. the 
accused soldiers. The Governor of 
Texas declined a conflict with the 
Federal Government and ordered the 
intrepid Ranger to permit his pris- 
Oners to leave town with the other 
troops when they were ordered from 
Fort Brown. 

Twice, backed with but two men, he 
compélled the soldiers to change their 
time for leaving, as they were deter- 
mined not to leave their comrades be. 


I never heard 
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hind, and he was equally resolved io 
hold them for trial. His solitary de- 
fiance of the Federal Government and 
of the local authorities made him the 
hero for months of the whole South 
and Southwest. 

Though conquered at one point, 
Captain “Bill” was resourceful. He 
wrote a report of his investigation to 
the President, with whom he hunted 
wolves. When the courtmartial ex- 
onerated the negro soldiers the Pres- 
ident stirred the whole country by ex- 
pelling them «ne and all without hon- 
or from the army. 

Of a type whose like this eountry 
will not often lodk upon again, as the 
spread of law and order is rapidly 
rendering it unnecessary, Capt. Me- 
Donald is regarded as a fit compan- 
ion for the President, the historian of 
the conquest of the West. With him 
and Abernathy at his dide, the Presi- 
dent can desire no two more fearless, 
loyal and resourceful comrades 
ehare with him the periis of the 
chase. 

Here is Capt. McDonald's own ac- 
count of a visit he paid the President 
at the White House itn the early part 
of this summer. 

“I hadn’t seen President Roosevelt 
since I was with him on his Oklahoma 
hunt. I didn’t suppose he would know 
me, but as he had invited me to come 
and see him I thought I would drift 
around and see what sort of a 
he was puttin’ up in. One of the po- 
licemen at the ent-ance directed me 
to the reception room in the White 
House and I sauntered in. There was 
a big crowd of people waitin’ for their 
turn to get to see the President, and 
I was about to go out and come back 
again when the crowd was smaller. 
Just at that moment the President 
happened to look into the room and

me Well, if there ain't Capt Bill Me- 
Donald,’ he fairly yelled. He rushed 
over to me and seemed to be mighty 
glad to see me. He pulled me in.o his 
private office, and there sat Mr. Taft 
and a lot of other big guns. He in- 
troduced me all around and begas 
tellin’ them fellers about some of the 
things I had done, ' ow quick I could 
use a gun and that sort of thing. 

“Mr. Taft belongs to the Roosevelt 
pattern.

MAKING SAWDUST FLOUR. 





AWDUST is one of the puzzling 
S wastes in lumbering operations. 

The waste is serious, too, for 
the kerf—the part cut out by the saw 
in the mill and transformed into saw- 
dust—always bears a rather high ra- 
tio to the boards obtained. -In cutting 
thin etuff, one-fourth of the log, on 
even more, may be kerf. 

Efforts to turn sawdust into pulp 
for the paper mill have usually been 
unsuccessful on account of the me- 
chanical difficulties in handling. In 
several European cquntries, however, 
a new way ‘thas been found of turn- 
ing sawdust to account. The sawdust, 
chiefly pine and fir, is ground with 
millstones, exactly as old-time mills 
made cornmeal or wheat or rye flour. 
Expensive machinery is not required, 
but it is necessary to take special 
precautions against fires, which might 


start from sparks between the mill- : 


stones. ‘ ff 


Sawdust flour is sold to dynamite 
factories to be mixed with nitroglyc- 
erin and forms the body or absorbent 
for that high explosive. It is also 
in demand for the manufacture of 
cheap blotting papers. The mills in 
the Harz Mountains, in Germany, an 
important manufacturing center, are 
kept busy meeting this demand. 


The price of the “flour” in Ger- 
many ranges from $7.50 to $12.50 a 
ton. It is shipped in bags, like meal, 
or in bales of about 40 cubic feet 
made by means of high pressure.

HE bones of eight pet dogs buried 

/ by her when she was a@ young 
woman, near Cincinnati, have 

been difg up by order of the Duchess 
of Manchester and have been taken to 
Ireland and buried in a private dog 
cemetery on her estate in Connemafa. 

The Duchess of Manchester was 
Miss Helene A. Zimmerman, daughter 
of Eugene Zimmerman, the million- 
aire railway magnate of Cincinnati. 
She married in 1900 the young Duke 
of Manchester and since then she has 
lived in a castle on the Kylemore 
estate of 15,000 acres in Ireland. 

The remains of the eight dogs, in 
silver caskets have been shipped to 
her. In ordering that the bones of 
her dogs be dug up and sent to her 
she explained that they were her dear 
friends in life and she wished their 
bodies near her in death. 

The Duchess is a believer in the 
Hindoo religion of the transmigration 
of souls. hen she was a girl in 
Cinciffmati the strange Hindoo poet 
and philosopher, Swami Vivekanan- 
da, guided her in her researches into 
the mysteries of weird Oriental re- 
ligions and philosophies. He taught 
her the “Vedanta llosophy,” with 
lectures on “Jajah Yoga.” This book 
became her bible. 

The young girl became strangely 
fascinated with the creed, especially 
in the belief that when a man dies his 
soul goes into the body of some ani-

ma: awating birth and that this soui, 
after living out its span as a dog or 
horse or whatever it may be, may re- 
turn again into the body of a human 
being. 

The Hindoo philosopher had a 
strong inflience over ss Zimmer- 
man, who is now the Duchess of Man- 
chester. His control over her was so 
absolute that her relatives were well 
pleased when he returned to his na- 
tive land. But the absence of the 
Rajah made things worse. 

Apparently his mental control over 
her was just as strong in Bombay as 
it had been in Ohio, She pined and 
fell away, and the doctors advised a 
change of climate. Then, when con- 
sulted as to direction, the young wom- 
an announced firmly that she was go- 
ing to India. Before her determina- 
tion family opposition at last broke 
down and she started for Europe with 
her aunt, intending to go from there

Swami Vivenanda Dies 


A short stay was made in London. 
Stopping at the same hotel were two 
Hindoo noblemen, guests of state, just 
arrived from Hindoostan. From them 
she learned the Swami Vivenanda was 
dead. She then confessed to her aunt 
that her sudden determination to visit 
India had been due to the fact that 
she had. felt the Japse of the Rajah’s 


control over her and wished to estab-- 


lish it by nearness. 

In those days, when she was study- 
ing the strange cults of the Kast, Miss 
Zimmerman was a beautiful girl, with 
golden hair, of artistic tastes, with 
not a trace of affectation. She was 
a great golfer. She had won six 
prizes (one with Tom Morris, the vet- 
eral golfer of St. Andrews’ links, at 
St. .adrews, Scotland), a health cul- 
tyre girl, a fearless horsewoman,

woman who would have gone around 
the world to follow a love that has 
never yet been wnderstood by her 
friends. 

It was in this period of her girl- 
hood that Miss Zimmerman owned 
several dogs, and all the affection of 
her nature was lavished upon them. 
She had been a dog fancier from her 
earliest girlhood. 

A dog with which she played before 
she could talk died when she was 15 
years old. Shé grieved over its death 
as much as if it had been her brother 
instead of her dog that died. She 
had a casket provided for the body 
and it was buried in a grave under 
her favorite apple tree some fifty 
yards from the old Zimmerman man- 
sion. 


Big Mastiff’s Costly Funeral 


Later on, when one of her dogs 
would die she put the body in a cas- 
ket with the various trinkets and 
bufied it beside the othérs under the 
apple tree. 

The costliest funeral was provided 
for a big mastiff that had been Miss 
Zimmerm&n’s companton for five 
years and, only a few months prior to 
its death, had saved her life. Miss 
Zimmerman, at that time, was about 
15 yeats. old. She was rambling 
through the woods adjacent to her fa- 
ther’s estate and, In trying to cross 
a creek on a’ bridgé that had been 





formed by a fallen tree, fell into the 
water. The creek at that time was a 
pretty fair sized stream and the wa- 
ter at the point where Miss Zimmer- 
man fell in was over her head. 


Faithfulness of ‘‘Rozzer’’ 


But faithful “Rozzer,” a powerful 
mastiff, was not far behind when the 
‘accident happened. The dog plunged 
into the creek and soon had Miss 
Zimmerman, who was uhable to swim 
and had almost lost consciousness, on 
dry land. The dog then ran home 
and, by its unusual actions and wail- 
ing bark, induced other members of 
the household to follow it to where 
the half-drowned girl lay. It was a 
week before Miss Zimmerman fully 
recovered from the effectae of her 
plunge, and during all that time 
“Rozzer” scarcely left her bedside. 

When “Rozzer” died it almost broke 
her heart. She ordered a costly cas- 
ket, lined with silk, and the body of 
her re 4 was placed in it. Upon the 
lid of the easket was a plate of solid 
silver and the name of the dog was 
engraved on it. The body was buried 
under the apple tree in the plot of 
ground which was known in the 
neighborhood as “Helen Zimmerman's 
dog cemetery.” 

In the course of her girlhood eight 
graves were dug and eight coffins, 
each containing the body of a dog, 
were lowered into graves near the ap- 
ple tree. 


Flowers on Their Graves 


Miss , Zimmerman often strewed 
flowers bn the graves. 

In later years the burying ground 
was somewhat neglected. Miss Zim- 
merman traveled a great deal, went 
abroad and finally became the bride of 
the Duke of Manchester. Then came 
the heir to the dukedom to demand 
the attention of the Duchess, King 
Edward and other royalty to enter- 
tain and more messengers from stork- 
land, but with all this the Duehess 
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did not forget the dog cemetery that 
contained the remains of the pets of 
her youth. 

So long as the estate of her father 
remained intact she was satisfied. But 
when the property was sold and a 
church erected thereon she immedi- 
ately. gave commissions for the re- 
moval of the eight caskets. 

What remained of the first coffin 
and its contents were carefully lifted 
out of the ground and put into a 
box. Exposure to the air caused it 
to crumble almost to dust, but there 
still was evidence that the casket hed 
been lined with expensive silks. Only 
the skeleton of the dog remained. It 
was also observed that a handsome 
silk ribbon had been tied around its 


neck. 


One after the other the eight coffins 
were found. The largest one, that 
containing the remains of tue mastiff 
“Rozzer’ was found last. The name 
on the silver plate was almost ob- 
literated as the result of the action 
of chemicals in the ground. The let- 
ters, ‘“Rozzer,”’ however, could be de: 
ciphered. Some little trinkets and 
jewelry buried with the dogs were not 
found, but it is not believed that the 
dog cemetery had ever been visited by 
grave robbers. 

While the remains of the animals 
were being dis'nterred the report that 
Miss Zimmerman had placed expen- 
sive gold jewelry and precious stones 
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in the caskets ‘spread around the 
neighborhood and the men at work on 
the job were almost mobbed by men,

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earth over looking for the supposed 
treasures. Several of Miss Zimmer- 
man’s schoolmates also appeared and 
asked permission to carry away small 
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pieces of the coffins as souvenirs, but 
their request was not granted. They 
also desired to provide proper burial 
for the remains of the Duchess’ pets,

not knowing that the bones were to 
be shipped to Ireland. 

What remained of the eight coffins 
and dogs was placed in separate re- 
ceptacles of wood and each one cre- 
mated. The ashes were put into eight 
small urns and the whole, after the 
urns had been hermetically sealed, 
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was crated and shipped to the Duch- 
ess in Ireland. 

Many rich women have been guilty 
of follies ag absurd as that of the 
Duchess of Manchester in carrying the 
ashes of her dogs across the Atlantic 
for burial, A year ago Mra. Stan- 
ley Allen Shepard, widow of a wealthy 
Chicago jeweler, chartered a special 
train at Angeles, Cal., and made 
& record trip across the continent 
to get her pet to a cat and dog 
hospital in New York. The dog died 
after all and she buried it In a $500 
coffin in the cemetery for cats and 
dogs i@ Martedale, N. Y.
